Eastern Conference Finals games 
between the Bulls and Heat were 
scheduled so they would not con- 
flict with Winfrey’s taping schedule 
or with the necessary preparations. 

Winfrey’s producers have said 
they plan to spring surprise guests 
on the Chicago-based daytime talk 
queen, including “some of the big- 
gest names in music, movies and 
television.” 

Free tickets were available 
through oprah.com starting two 
weeks ago, and Halcombe expects 
the United Center to be filled to 
its capacity of about 20,000 for the 
taping.

Is this the end? 


Jury still out— way out— on radio host’s Judgment Day predictions

Don’t mark your calendars yet. Reports that 
the world will end Saturday are greatly exag- 
gerated, according to many evangelical Chris- 
tian scholars. 

For starters, California radio host Harold 
Camping, 89, president of the Christian Fam- 
ily Radio Network, hasn’t predicted the world 
will end this spring. He has predicted Jesus 
will return and believers will rise to heaven. 
The world won’t end until October, he says. 

But mainstream biblical scholars say his 
forecast contradicts Scripture. Jesus told his 
followers that no one knows the time of his 
return, they say 

“He’s a sincere individual. I just think he’s 
sincerely wrong,” said Charlie Dyer, a profes- 
sor-at-large of Bible at Moody Bible Institute 
and a Moody Radio host. Dyer devoted Sat- 
urday’s show, “The Land and the Book,” to 
the prophecy and plans to do the same this

coming Saturday— the fateful day, according 
to Camping. 

Dyer said Camping has interpreted the Bi- 
ble based on numerology symbolic numbers 
and his own personal longing. 

“He sincerely wants Jesus to return, and I 
do too,” Dyer said. “The problem is Harold 
Camping wants it so much he’s almost using 
the Bible like a Rorschach test and trying to 


read his desires into the Bible rather than let- 
ting the Bible teach us.” 

This is not Camping’s first apocalyptic fore- 
cast. In 1992, he wrote a book titled “1994?” in 
which he predicted the Rapture would take 
place Sept. 6, 1994. When that date proved 
relatively uneventful. Camping blamed a mis- 
calculation. 

Given that mistake. Dyer said he didn’t an- 
ticipate the hype surrounding this prognosti- 
cation. 

This time, events such as the Japanese tsu- 
nami and the death of Osama bin Laden seem 
to have heightened the anxiety 

The billboards, T-shirts and Camping’s own 
RV tour have helped promote the prediction 
too. 

For people left behind after May 21, Camp- 
ing predicts Oct. 21 will be the final Judgment 
Day when God destroys the Earth. 

Camping couldn’t be reached for comment.

I get notes all the time from people who still haven’t jumped into 
social media because they “don’t think people need to know what they 
had for breakfast.” 

And I always tell them that’s not what it’s for. But the latest craze, 
photographing our meals, has me rethinking my responses— at least 
a little. 

Interactive agency 36oi recently tried to find patterns in the way 
people share images of food online with their friends. Two stats stood 
out to me: First, only 10 percent of the hundreds of photos analyzed 
included people. Second, only 12 percent of the time was a brand 
mentioned. That makes sense— the fun part of uploading food photos 

is the artistic element. 

“Foodtography” as the craze 
has come to be called, is every- 
where. And as a foodie, yours truly 
is first to admit that I’m hooked. 
Whether I take a photo of a fruit 
salad at home or of my appetizer 
in a five-star restaurant, I have 
no qualms taking out my iPhone, 
moving the candles around and 
setting up the perfect shot. I then 
share it on Instagram, Flickr and 
Facebook. And, if it’s an extra 
awesome shot. I’ll post it to Twitter or use it with my check-in on 
Foursquare. 

I still don’t think there’s any interest in tweeting out your lunch 
menu, unless you are eating in some faraway land. But upload a photo 
with Httle or no explanation and the tables quickly turn. 

Apps such as Instagram have fueled the trend, especially because it’s 
so simple to upload to multiple social sites. And then there’s Foodspot- 
ting, which is a beautiful website with accompanying iPhone and 
Android apps that allows you to plot your food sightings on a map. The 
point is not only to show off your skills and what you’re eating, but to 
help others find “nom-worthy” dishes to eat or photograph. 

If you’re a foodie, you could literally spend every meal sharing your 
food photos with Hke-minded, socially connected people in the U.S. 
and around the world. 

I haven’t delved into Foodspotting just yet, simply because I have 
my hands full with my other social networks. But it’s high on my list 
of things I want to do next. There’s something awesome about seeing 
your dishes being shared around the Internet.

Chicagoans sound off on 
what they expect from 
city’s incoming mayor

It’s go time. 

The Emanuel era at City Hall begins for 
real Monday, but the months-long run-up to 
the swearing-in ceremony has left it abun- 
dantly clear that the city’s new boss wants the 
spotlight to remain squarely on him. And so 
far that spotlight has revealed a leader who 
plays up his homegrown pedigree but often 
borrows from the controlled stagecraft and 
management playbook of Washington, where 
he has spent the bulk of his public career. 

After more than two decades of the often 
unpredictable Mayor Daley Emanuel is a 
study in the kind of caution and focus com- 
mon to the White House, where he has twice 
worked. He’s mindful not to say or do any- 
thing at well-scripted public appearances that 
might step on his message. 

During the mayoral campaign, opponents 
ripped Emanuel as more a creature of Wash- 
ington than Chicago, despite representing 
a Northwest Side district in the U.S. House 
for three terms. In addition to his work for 
Obama, Emanuel also served as political di- 
rector of the Clinton White House. 

That resume makes his return to Chicago 
highly unusual, said Ross Baker, a congres- 
sional scholar at Rutgers University in New 
Jersey 

“Generally speaking, the move is invariably 
from local to state to federal,” Baker said. “It’s 
a well-worn groove in American politics. The 


arrows point one way” 

That said, Emanuel won’t be the first for- 
mer congressman to run City Hall. Harold 
Washington traveled a similarly unorthodox 
political path in 1983. 

To Emanuel’s way of thinking, returning to 
local politics can only be a plus in his efforts 
to turn around Chicago and its ailing institu- 
tions. 

“We are a product of our experiences,” he 
said in an interview “I hope I’m bringing a 
wealth of relationships and contacts to bear 
down on our problems to change the status 
quo and bring a level of results we haven’t seen.” 

Indeed, change will be the overarching 
theme of the inaugural address that Emanu- 
el is to deliver Monday, a speech he said was 
completed three weeks ago. He said the ad- 
dress won’t contain new policy initiatives, but 
rather will explain in broad strokes his inten- 
tion to shake up a troubled city government. 

Emanuel ranks his new job among the top 
five executive positions in the country The 
others that make his list are president, gover- 
nor of California, and governor of New York 
and mayor of New Tbrk City 

Eriends are fond of saying that Emanuel’s 
wiry frame belies a dynamo. 

“He’s a larger-than-life personality, which 
I think is a requirement for being mayor of a 
big city in particular, this big city So he’s big 
enough for the job,” said President Obama’s 
political guru David Axelrod, who often re- 
fers to Emanuel as a “force of nature” and a 
“heat-seeking missile.” 

In advance of Emanuel’s swearing, the Tri- 
bune traveled throughout the city to ask Chi- 
cagoans what they expect of him.

Rock concert 
goes on despite 
gloomy weather 


Emanuel warms up 
for mayor’s office with 
concerts, events, service

Rahm Emanuel kicked off his inaugura- 
tion festivities Saturday with a commu- 
nity cleanup and a free concert in Grant 
Park, striking a tone of togetherness in 
Chicago that the mayor-elect hopes will 
get him past a $600 million budget defi- 
cit and other looming problems. 

Emanuel will be sworn in as mayor 
Monday morning in Millennium Park. 
But there were several events Saturday 
that he sought to use as symbolic ges- 
tures toward how his administration will 
approach the next four years. 

During a slate of volunteer projects 
around the city that were part of what 
was dubbed “a day of service,” Emanuel 
couldn’t resist the metaphor that a clus- 
ter of weeds presented to him at the 65th 
and Woodlawn Community Garden. 

“I look at this and I see corruption,” he 
joked, before bending over to yank the 
stubborn plants out of the soil while oth- 
ers laughed. 

More than 3,000 volunteers took part 
in the morning events at 30 sites, which 
included the Chicago River and city 
parks, according to inauguration organiz- 
ers. 

Emanuel, dressed in jeans and a black 
fleece coat, was joined by his wife, Amy 
Rule, and their three children. Also 
there were city Treasurer Stephanie 
Neely and Clerk-elect Susana Mendoza, 
who will take their oaths of office with 
Emanuel. 

Erom Woodlawn, Emanuel headed to 
the Eulton Street Community Vegetable 
and Elower Garden in West Garfield 
Park, where he helped plant petunias and 
impatiens. 

Citing a platform of his mayoral cam- 


paign, Emanuel said community gardens 
and new grocery stores will help resi- 
dents in so-called food deserts, such as 
Woodlawn and West Garfield Park, get 
fresh fruits and vegetables. 

He also stressed the importance of 
cleaning up the Chicago River, saying 
the city’s “backyard” should match the 
pristine lakefront “front yard” in its rec- 
reational activities, restaurants and other 
tourist attractions. 


A private reception and dinner were held 
Saturday night at the Venue One event 
hall on the Near West Side in Emanuel’s 
honor. Many of those attending had do- 
nated between $5,000 and $50,000 each 
to pay for the inauguration events. 

As the city prepares to turn a page in its 
political history, luxury cars disgorged a 
steady stream of political stars and power 
brokers.

In Grant Park, the free afternoon concert 
at the Petrillo Music Shell was attended by a 
crowd of nearly 400 people. Relatively small, 
they nonetheless cheered for the rock group 
Chicago, who were joined by performances 
from the South Shore Drill Team and other lo- 
cal acts. 

With low clouds hovering and a sometimes 
heavy rain blowing in, many in the crowd sat 
huddled beneath umbrellas. 

Yvonne Taylor wore a plastic poncho as she sat 
with her husband, Larry The couple had come 
downtown after helping with the morning volun- 
teer cleanup at the Bubbly Creek section of the 
river near Archer and Ashland avenues.

3 young boys among fatalities in early-morning Aurora fire

Six people, including three young boys, 
were killed and at least a dozen others in- 
jured when a fire raced through their Au- 
rora apartment building Sunday morning, 
trapping residents and forcing some to 
jump from their windows. 

“We were just afraid and I had a hard 
time breathing so I opened the door to my 
room and smoke started to come in and 
I just ripped out my window and jumped 
out with my little son,” said Elva Renteria. 
“I knocked on my parents’ window so my 
parents can jump out.” 

At least five people were rescued by fire- 
fighters from the third floor of the light- 
colored stucco building at 760 Claim St., 
according to police and fire officials. Of 
the dead, there were two women and a 


man in their 30s and 40s, officials said, and 
three boys, ages 9, 6 and 8 months. 

Four of the six who were killed were 
part of a family, said a relative who identi- 
fied them as Francisco Marcos; his wife, 
Micaela Perez; and their children Jose 
Francisco and Francisco Jr. A third son, 
Teodoro, managed to escape, according to 
the relative. 

The Kane County Coroner has not re- 
leased the names of the dead, an office 
spokeswoman said. 

There were working smoke detectors 
in the building’s common areas, but it was 
not immediately clear if there were detec- 
tors in individual units, fire officials said. 

The fire apparently started in a first- 
floor unit around 4 a.m. and spread 
through an open door to a common hall- 


way From there it spread to the second 
and third floors. 

“The hallway acted as a chimney with 
the fire racing through, trapping victims 
inside,” said Aurora Fire Chief Hal Carl- 
son. “Those on the third floor were very 
exposed because they opened their door.” 

Building owner Jose Ayala said he has 
owned the building since 1993 and was at 
his home in Wisconsin when police called 
him at 4:30 a.m. about the fire. 

He said the building was last inspected 
in December and “everything was in or- 
der,” but city officials said the building’s 
last inspection took place in June. They 
said no life-safety violations were found at 
the time. 

“I didn’t expect this,” he said. “These 
things can happen at any time.”

IMF chief accused of rape 


NEW YORK International Monetary 
Fund chief Dominique Strauss-Kahn 
was charged Sunday with trying to rape a 
New York hotel maid in a scandal that ap- 
peared to wreck his hopes of becoming 
France’s next president. 

The sexual assault charges throw the 
IMF into a leadership crisis just as it is 
trying to help ease an escalating euro zone 
debt crisis, and they turn France’s presi- 
dential election campaign upside down 
when polls had made Strauss-Kahn a clear 
front-runner. 

The charismatic 62-year-old, who led 
the IMF through the 2007-09 global fi- 


nancial meltdown 
and has been cen- 
tral in galvanizing 
Europe to tackle 
its debt woes, has 
had the reputation 
of a womanizer for 
some time, accord- 
ing to reports. But 
the charges Strauss- 
Kahn faces now are in another realm. 

A maid, 32, said he emerged naked from 
the bathroom and sexually assaulted her 
inside his $3,ooo-a-night suite at the Sofi- 
tel hotel in New York’s Times Square on 


Saturday afternoon. He was there on pri- 
vate business, the IMF said. 

Strauss-Kahn was expected to go before 
a state court Monday His lawyer said he 
will plead not guilty 

Police say he fled the hotel after the al- 
leged assault and a few hours later they 
pulled him out of his seat on a plane min- 
utes before it was to take off for Paris. 

He was charged with a criminal sexual 
act, unlawful imprisonment and attempt- 
ed rape, moving him from a luxurious hotel 
suite and a glittering public career to scan- 
dal and a bare holding cell in Harlem in the 
space of a few hours.

Watermelon salad
